1. Q — May alternating current be 


used to light a filament? 


Answer: It is not advislble In the 


case of a receiver because there is 
usually an annoying hum, even when 
precautions are taken to eliminate 
it. Furthermore, a step down trans- 
former Is necessary, as a tube fila- 
ment would be promptly burned out 
if connected to a 110 volt alternat- 
ing current 
circuit. 
The 
voltage 


from 
the 
transformed 
secondary 


should be six volts and a potentio- 
meter slider connected to the grid 
circuit. The grid circuit is not then 
connected to one side 
of the fila- 


ment, but rather to a paint on the 
potentiometer resistance which gives 
a zero potential o£ grid with respect 
to filament at any 
instant. 
This 


theoretical result Is difficult to at- 
tain in practice and there are many 
other 
considerations. 
It is usually1 


more advisable to use a storage bat- 
tery for filament lighting than any 
other known source of energy. 


3. Q — Can a gas pipe, fire escape, 


drain pipe and so forth, be used for 
an antenna? 


Answer: in some cases any one o: 


them might be used, providing effi- 
cient receiving apparatus Is used at 
the same time. A gas pipe has been 
kntwn to equal a rather poor anten- 
na for receiving, but vacuum tubes 
ar.d, no*, a crystal detector wero used 
Bed strings may some times be used 
for antenna, providing the transmit 
ting 
station is not 
too far away 


The regular antenna 
gives bette 


results usually in all cases.

Every summer find* more people 


going camping or automobiling for 
their vacations. 


Careful 
preparation 
usually 
Is 


made- in advance for th'ese excursions. 
The right clothing, cooking utensils 
and food are provided, but very often 
no thought Is given to theVater sup- 
ply It generally Is felt that water 
can be secured anywhere. 


With tho ever-increasing 
number 


of campers, fishermen 
and hunters, 


there is a corresponding risk of the 
pollution 
ot 
streams 
and 
ponds

careless and thoughtless campers. 


Water may look and taste goofl and 


yet contain typhoid germs. Ono well 
in New York last year caused more 
than 60 oases, some in widely differ- 
ent localities. The water tasted good, 
but a big rain washed pollution from 
some shacks Into it 
Automobllists 


and others drank It and fell ill. 


So try to get water from springs 


quite distant 
from 
dwellings ana 


camps. When' in the least 
doubt, 


boll the water for five minutes, place 
It In a Jug, well stoppered, in a cold 
stream to coo), carry it with you and 
use no other. 


When you find a really safe spring, 


take good care to keep It clean, not 
V'l^ nn vour own account, but for tho 


sake of others. Instead of dipping a 
bucket or other vessel into it, col- 
lect the water at the outflow even If 
a pipe or trough has to be construct, 
ed. 


Waste water should not be thrown _ 


Into the spring or dumped on the * 
ground nearby and all other wasta 
should be burle'd about 12 Inches be- 
low the surface of the ground and at 
a place lower than the level of tho 
spring.
